No, I did not,

Who did you work for prior to joining the W. R, Grace
Company?

I worked for Laminated Film and Packaging.

Where are they located?

Peabody.

What was your position there?

Operations manager.

Mr, Nordin, do you have any information concerning,

or knowledge, the past waste disposal practices of
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the W. R. Grace plant in Woburn?

MS. LYNCH: Objection. Why don't you
specify periods of time.

MR. SCHLICHTMANN: All right.
